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Introduction 

In arranging this curriculum our aims have been not only to aid 
the m'nahel in transmitting to his kvutza of mitor'rim or magshimim a 
knowledge of general Jewish and Zionist history, but to forge a strong 
chain binding the chaver to the Zionist idea. The point we wish to em- 
phasize is that not only the facts are to be stressed, father, discuss- 
ion leading to the clarification of the development of trends and ideas 
is far more important than the knowledge of dates and chronolqgies . In 
shichvat hazophim the emphasis is placed on personalities and deeds 
(heroes); in shichvat hamitibr 'rim we shift the emphasis to ideas and

ideals, for the chaver is more mature and thoughtful now and no longer 
interested in romance and aeroism. It is with that idea predominant 
that this tochnit has beer composed. 

As far as methods of carrying out the goals are concerned ( we 
suggest that the m'nahel introduce the opening 3iohot with carefully 
planned prefaces, also referring the ch.vvorim to theworks given here 
as references. Thereafter the chaverim can take charge of the sichot, 
preparing the material themselves, with a chaver introducing each 
sicha. In studying the period of territorialism, for example, debates 
on such topics as Uganda as the solution of the Jewish problem ("Jew- 
ish State or Jewish Homeland?") can be arranged to instill interest. 
Articles on the various aspects of the situation can be written by the 
chaverim, which articles can later be published in the local or nat- 
ional itonim. 

It should be oa/ey enough for the m'nahel to enlarge and elaborate 
on this outline, for the latter i 3 like a skeleton into which the 
m'nahel should inspire the breath of life. For every sicha a complete 
outline should be prepared by the individual m'nahel to include aims 
and methods, or goals. It will al 3 o be notod that some of the topics-- 



have not boon thoroughly filled in - a bird's eye view being given in- 
stead. This is due to the fact that these topics havo completed else- 
where and are already available to the m'nahalim. Thus, there arc 
special ^outlines for the Gordonia Movement, Chalutziuth, Labor Zionism, 
etc. Although not all the references given will be found in the public 
libraries, most of them can be obtained at Zionist, Hebrew College, 
and private libraries. We suggest that eur own Gordonia Sifriot should 
try to acquire the more important works. At$r suggestions or criticisms 
that the m'nahalim have to offer on this score will be greatly apprec- 
iated,
